Our  housina-focused  programs  have  grown  substantially  over  the  past  several  years,  and  will 
continue  to9be  our  primary  programmatic  focus  into  the  future.  Our  most  substantial  upcoming 
praTct  embodies  this  focus  - later  this  year,  we  will  break  ground  on  the  first  phase  of  our 
PATH  Metro  Villas  project,  a renovation  and  expansion  of  our  Los  Angeles  headqua  ers, 
will  ultimately  include  190  units  of  permanent  supportive  and  affordable  housing,  as  we 
health,  mental  health,  employment,  and  veterans  services.

PATH  has  therefore  kept  up 
many  of  its  traditional  efforts  to  provide  interim  housing  despite  the ^overall I trend  among pour 
various  funding  entities  to  deemphasize  shelters  and  decrease  dedioated  funding  to  such 
Droarams  We  will  continue  to  operate  88  beds  of  low  barrier,  interim  housing  at  the  P 
Metro  Villas  campus  (340  N.  Madison),  which  will  be  focused  on  taking  individuals  identified 
through  the  Coordinated  Entry  System  throughout  SPA  4,  including  Hollywood. 

While  PATH  is  reducing  certain  programs,  the  City  and  County  of  Los  Angeles  ,^ave 
historic  amounts  of  funding  to  address  the  homelessness  crisis  in  our  communities.  Much  of  this 
funding  will  begin  to  be  awarded  to  community  based  organizations  in  the  next  several  months, 
and  PATH  will  be  playing  an  active  role  in  partnering  to  implement  these  homelessness 
initiatives  throughout  the  region.  We  also  look  forward  to  continuing  to  partner  with  you  in  these 

efforts. 

PATH  remains  dedicated  to  ending  homelessness  for  individuals,  families,  arJd  “^unit^; 
and  continues  to  expand  programs  and  services  to  those  experiencing  homelessness  at  more 
than  25  locations  throughout  California.  We  thank  you  for  your  continued  support  and 
collaboration  with  PATH  in  our  mission  to  help  those  experiencing  homelessness  Make  it 
Home  ” If  you  have  any  questions,  please  don’t  hesitate  to  contact  our  Chief  Progra 
Shannon  Legere,  at  (323)644-2207  or  shannonl@epath.ora.
